Frankfort. Ky., Marce 11.— The 
Farmer 'sNational bank, of Augusta, 
Bracken county, filed suit to-day 
against State Auditor Stone asking 
a mandamus to compel him to 
refund about $800 excess in taxes 
alleged to have been paid by the 
bank to the state, and the result of 
the suit will be of interest to every 
bank in the state. After the court 
of appeals in 18<>7 declared the Hew- 
itt law invalid, the Augusta bank 
proceeded to pay the county, city and 
district taxes, as that decision held 
it must do. for the years 1893-4-5-7, 
although under the Hewitt law if 
had paid 7? cents on the $100 to 
the state for those year 
of all other taxes.

Dempsey was nominated for rail- 
road commissioner unanimously, 
and the Chicago platform was re- 
affirmed.

«<Z0NES OF INAUDIBILITY." 

New Solution of the Cauje of the Mo- 
hegan Disaster. 

Another strange solution of the Mo- 
liegan disaster i? put forward. Ifcv. 
■lolin M. Bacon, of Newbury, Berk- 
shite. England, one of the highest au- 
thorities un the science of acoustic*, 
has tinned his attention to the great 

In conjunction with the lute I'rof. 
Tyndale, Mr. Bacon raadi many re- 
markable experiments, the result of 
which surprised the scientific world. 
One of these discoveries was the ex- 
istence of "acoustic clouds"— that is. 
Boating masses of air of a different 
density to that of the surrounding al- 
mosphere, which, though wholly in- 
visible, are incapable of reflecting 
sound and causing echo.- out of 
empty air. During the hist feu years 
various observers, sailors and others, 
have reported passing through such 
••zones of inaudibility." Ai Ihreeor 
four miles' distance a foghorn has 
been heard distinctly. A mile or so 
nearer the sound ha? almost i'ainted 
away. Nearer still it has boomed out 
again in loud tones, and then, with- 
in half a mile, it has died into utter 
silence. On a return journey over the 
same course the "zones of inaudibili- 
ty" have again been traced. 

Mr. Bacon says that the Mohegan 
disaster at once raised the question in 
his mind of "zones of inaudibility,** 
and he thinks it possible that the 
sound of the Manacles rock bell buoy 
gradually died away as tin doomed 
vessel approached the fatal reef.

Mow to Get One. 



Editor of Kentuckian:— 

You were kind enough to publish 
my article on the need of a Grain 
Klevator at Hopkinsville. Will 
you now permit me to offer some 
suggestions as to how to get one? 
First let some practical business 
man (farmer preferred) who has 
been successful in managing his 
own affairs and has some knowl- 
edge of machinery, and good judge- 
ment as to the quality and condi- 
tion of wheat, undertake to work 
up the enterprise. He should be a 
man of good address, who has the 
Confidence of the communit 
who would put some money i 
himself. This one man with the 
advice of such others as might be- 
aome interested, should undertake

"Oh, well, Webster is no authority 
here," was the reply. 

"Who, then, is?" I asked, for, as I 
•aid before, I nm a! way9"a-mc'-nable" 

to reason. 

"Why, the best of our lit'ry 
do not consult a diction'ry. Oxford 
is our authority on pronunciation* and 
when an Oxford professor says a 
thing is right, why, then, it is right!"' 
declared an apparently intellectual 
Britisher. 

Now, I would like to know if this is 
the true 6<ate of affaire? Must 
a lit'ry woman, instead of consulting 
a diction'ry in my own lib'ry dm 
my earnest endeavors to learn 
speak "English a? alio is spoke" over 
here, telegraph, telephone or write to 
Oxford before I am at liberty to say 
whether I write a letter of "con-do - 
lence" with a long o and accent on 
the second sylllable (according to 
my much-respected Webster), or 
'eon'do-lence,' with the accent on 
first syllable (according to what 
*ftmc English scholars tell me)? 
Again, if it is true that Oxford is the 
recognized authority on pronuncia- 
tion, may I ark who told Oxford how? 
We may say in America that Yale or 
Harvard or the University of Chicago 
is an authority, but the professor* in
